Stinky flower in

Hurry! Facility expands 
opening hours for the 
short-lived bloom, smell

Stop and smell the flower at 
Edmonton’s Muttart Conserv¬ 
ator —just make sure to hold 
your breath. 

Putrella the Corpse Flower 
is blooming, filling the conserv¬ 
ators tropical pyramid with a 
putrid scent. The flower began 
its much-anticipated bloom 
— and smell — Sunday even¬ 
ing, and was in its full gloiy by 
Monday morning, said grower 
Sarah Birmingham. 

“My gag reflex went, and my 
eyes teared up,” Birmingham 
said about entering the pyra¬ 
mid first thing Monday. “And I 
saw other people do the exact 
same thing.” 


Time lapse 


• Muttart Conservatory 
grower Sarah Birmingham 
set up a camera at 530 
p.m. Sunday, and it has 
been taking a picture 
every 60 seconds since. 


• “When Putrella is finished, 
we’re going to put that 
into a time lapse and 
make it available to look 
at,” she said. 


The flower, which emits the 
smell order to attract carrion 
beetles needed to pollinate, will 
bloom for about 36 hours. De¬ 
spite the stench, people were 
lining up to view the plant, also 
known by its scientific name 
of Amorphophallus titanium, 
throughout the day Monday. 

Mark and Christina Steen- 
bergen had been keeping a 
close eye on the Muttart Con- 


servatoiy’s Faceboolc page 
where daily updates are posted, 
and packed up their two-and- 
a-half-year-old twins as soon as 
they found out the plant was in 
its prime. Mark categorized the 
smell as garbage-lilce. 

“We really wanted to get 
here on the first day, for the 
bloom, the smell, eveiything,” 
he said. “It’s different, it’s neat.” 

Putrella arrived in Edmon¬ 
ton in August 2012 and formed 
a bud six weeks ago. It is the 
first corpse flower to bloom 
in Western Canada, and has 
grown to be eight feet tall. Na¬ 
tive to Sumatra, a western is¬ 
land of Indonesia, the flower is 
endangered, which means the 
next day or two could be a once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity.

City reviews

policies 

City councillors are asking 
administration to take a closer 
look at the city’s building stan¬ 
dards to ensure they are not 
artificially driving up costs. 

Councillors on Monday 
reviewed a policy report that 
looks at the requirement for 
public art, a commitment to 
silver standards in Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental 
Design (LEED) and a require¬ 
ment to replace trees removed 
during construction. 

That report found the poli¬ 
cies are adding between five 
and 10 per cent to develop¬ 
ment costs. The Jasper Place 
Libraiy, for example, was 9.83 
per cent more expensive than 
projected because of these 
policies. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said public projects are always 
more expensive because of a 
variety of factors, but he wants 
to make sure the city is paying 
a comparable amount. 

“We will find out from the 
inquiiy whether we are paying 
more or less than other cities,” 
he said. 

Some councillors also 
questioned whether the city 
needed the certification to 
build green buildings. Accord¬ 
ing to the Canada Green Build¬ 
ing Council’s website, LEED 
silver certification costs start 
at $4,000 and go up from there 
based on a building’s size. 

Tanya Doran, executive 
director of the council’s 
Alberta chapter, said the value 
of the certification to taxpay¬ 
ers is that they know they are 
getting the energy-efficient 
building they paid for. 

“I think that value for 
taxpayers is that it proves 
that a building was designed, 
built and is operating as it was 
intended to do.”

Students warned of risk as loan dollars surge 


Provincial officials have freed 
up tens of million more in 
loans for Alberta students, but 
some are warning that taking 
on such debt comes with ma¬ 
jor risks after graduation. 

In all, the Alberta govern¬ 
ment has added $150 million 
to its student-loans fund since 
original projections that $275 
million would be available for 
the near-complete 2012-13 
school year — a 55 per cent 
increase. 

The province claims the 


dramatic jump comes as a re¬ 
sult of changes to student-aid 
provisions that make post- 
secondaiy more accessible by 
putting less emphasis on par¬ 
ent contributions and part- 
time earnings when consid¬ 
ering which students qualify. 

But Ron Graham, president 
of his own Edmonton finan¬ 
cial-planning firm, worries 
the now-$425 million avail¬ 
able for loans will be enticing 
to some young Albertans who 
haven’t frilly thought through 


their career plans. 

“If you find that what you 
want to do is not an area that 
has a growing profession (or) 
occupation, you may want to 
sit back and think, ‘Should I 
go into debt to get this degree 
that may not help me get a 
job?’” 

When combined with fed¬ 
eral student loans, the aver¬ 
age Alberta student loan was 
$10,933 in 2011-12, according 
to data provided by the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy Students’ 


Union. 

A provincial student loan 
can take a floating interest 
rate or a fixed rate at prime 
plus two per cent. A federal 
loan is even more expensive, 
at prime plus 2.5 per cent or 
a fixed rate of five per cent. 
The Canadian Federation of 
Students says most students 
take almost a decade to pay 
back their loans, meaning 
interest in the thousands is 
tacked on.

City hasn’t sold arena 
deal well, Mandel says

As the city continues to wait, 
in vain, for provincial funding 
for the downtown arena, May¬ 
or Stephen Mandel admits he 
doesn’t think the city has done 
enough to sell the deal. 

“We, and all participants 
in this entire project, have not 
done a good job of letting the 
citizens know what kind of 
benefit this will be to the city of 
Edmonton,” Mandel told repor¬ 
ters when asked if he thought 
Albertans would be OK with 
the province doling out the $55 
million still outstanding on the 
arena tab. 

Mandel said many of the 
city’s downtown condo and of¬ 
fice towers would simply not be 


going ahead without the arena. 

“There is a variety of people 
who plan to develop based on 
the new momentum of down¬ 
town, and that new momen¬ 
tum downtown is called an 
arena,” he said. 

Mandel said he remains 
hopeful the province will come 
to the table, just like other 


provinces have. 

“British Columbia, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, even Alberta historically, 
Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec 
have all put money into their 
municipal needs from their 
provincial government,” he 
said. “I would hope that our 
provincial government would 
do the same.”

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Awareness week. Leaders urge 
community to stop sexual exploitation 


Standing in front of a vase of 
orange flowers, symbolizing 
victims of sexual exploitation, 
Mayor Stephen Mandel pro¬ 
claimed April 22 to 26 sexual- 
exploitation awareness week in 
Edmonton on Monday. 

“This awareness week is 
about trying to help people that 
are in abusive situations that are 
being forced into doing things 
they would not ordinarily want 
to do,” Mandel told a crowd 
gathered for the event’s open¬ 


ing ceremonies at City Centre 
Mall. 

The week’s events, includ¬ 
ing a two-day conference, are 
organized by the Edmonton 
Sexual Exploitation Working 
Group, which is compromised 
of representatives from various 
agencies. 

Kathleen Quinn, with the 
Centre to End All Sexual Ex¬ 
ploitation, said there have been 
more than 35 known mur¬ 
ders of vulnerable women and 


others who remain missing in 
Edmonton in the last 30 years. 

“These flowers are our sym¬ 
bol that they are with us and 
they move us forward in this 
work to end violence against 
women and men and all vulner¬ 
able children,” she said. 

Edmonton’s sexual exploita¬ 
tion week of awareness will 
include a focus on men and on 
the impact of the Internet as a 
vehicle for exploitation.

Arena deal. Iconic

Coun. Tony Caterina, who 
represents the area around 
Rexall Place, was more direct.

“He hasn’t 
played in an arena that hasn’t 
been built,” he said.

Two Canadian residents were 
charged Monday for allegedly 
planning to attack a VIA Rail 
train in what the RCMP is call¬ 
ing the first known al-Qaida- 
directed plot in the countiy. 

Chiheb Esseghaier, 30, 
of Montreal, and Raed Jaser, 
35, of Toronto, were arrested 
Monday. 

Police said the suspects 
had been watching railways 
in the Greater Toronto Area 
and were conspiring to derail

a passenger train. They said 
the plot had “direction and 
guidance” from al-Qaida in 
Iran. 

Dubbed “Project Smooth,” 
the investigation was part 
of a cross-border operation 
involving Canadian law en¬ 
forcement agencies, the FBI 
and the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security. 

Police had Esseghaier and 
Jaser under surveillance since 
August. They were put on in¬ 
vestigators’ radar thanks to 
tips from the Muslim com¬ 
munity, said Supt. Doug Best. 

About two dozen Muslim 
community leaders were told 
before Monday’s news con¬ 
ference that one suspect is 
Tunisian and one is from the 
United Arab Emirates. 

They have been in the 
countiy legally for a “con¬ 
siderable period” but are not 
Canadian citizens, the RCMP 
said. 

Police were cariying out 
search warrants in Toronto 
and Montreal on Monday. 

In Markham, Ont., north 
of Toronto, police cordoned 
off half a duplex, with offi¬ 
cers remaining well into the

In the meantime, the 
young widow’s life is being 
picked apart — particularly 
her conversion to Islam. 


Photographs of Russell out¬ 
side her home in Cambridge 
show her in black hijab and 
black clothing. 

An unidentified high 
school friend told the British 
Daily Mail tabloid that she 
was “an all-American girl who 
was brainwashed” by her hus¬ 
band. 

The Daily Mail reported 
that Tsarnaev was once

India. 2nd man arrested in

A second suspect was arrested 
Monday in the rape of a five- 
year-old girl who New Delhi 
police say was left for dead in 
a locked room, a case that has 
brought new protests against 
how authorities handle sex 
crimes. 

Pradeep Kumar, a 19-year- 
old garment-factoiy worker, 
was arrested Monday in the 
eastern state of Bihar, about 
1,000 kilometres from New 
Delhi, and was being brought 
to the capital, police said.

China shows 
off disaster 
relief skills 


At least 188 people 

killed. Refugee camp 
set up for survivors of 
quake has everything 
from phone-charging 
stations to ATMs 


The tent village that sprang 
up in two days to house 
quake survivors in mountain- 
flanked Lushan is no ordinary 
refugee camp. China’s full 
range of disaster response is 
on display: Trucks with x-ray 
equipment, phone-charging 
stations, bank tellers-on- 
wheels — even a tent for in¬ 
surance claims. 

The efforts underway 
Monday in mountainous Si¬ 
chuan province after a quake 
Saturday that killed at least 
188 people showed that the 
government has continued 
to hone its disaster reaction 
— long considered a crucial 
leadership test in China — 
since a much more devastat¬ 
ing earthquake in 2008, also 
in Sichuan, and another one 
in 2010 in the western region 
ofYushu. 


Hard lessons learned 


The Yushu quake in 2010 
killed more than 2,6oo 
people. 


• Much of the initial relief 
after the Yushu disaster 
came from Buddhist 
monks and other non¬ 
government volunteers, 
partly because of the 
remoteness of much of 
the affected areas. 


• “After 24 hours or 48 
hours in Yushu, things 
were not so orderly or 
settled in," said a doctor 
at the refugee camp. 


“Lushan was so heavily hit 
and my family’s house top¬ 
pled. It has been such a disas¬ 
ter for us,” said Yue Hejun, 28, 
as he waited to recharge his 
family’s three mobile phones 
at a charging stall, volun¬ 
teered by a communications 
company and co-ordinated 
by the government in a new 
addition to the arsenal of ser¬ 
vices after natural disasters.

Afghanistan. Pilot and 
crew seized in remote 
region, security forces 
retreat after firefights 
with insurgents 


The Taliban took 11 civil¬ 
ians prisoner, including eight 
Turks and a Russian, after 
their cargo helicopter made 
an emergency landing in east¬ 
ern Afghanistan, officials said 
Monday, in the first large scale 
capture of foreigners there in 
nearly six years. 

Security forces dispatched 
to the remote area retreated 
after engaging in firefights 
with the insurgents but failing 
to secure the area or retrieve 
the captives. 

The crisis began Sunday 
when the civilian transport air¬ 
craft was forced down in strong 
winds and heavy rain in the 
village of Dahra Mangal in the 
Azra district of Logar province, 
southeast of Kabul, District 


Insurgent attacks 


Also on Monday, six police 
officers were killed in two 
separate insurgent attacks 
in the south. 


• Provincial spokesman 
Ummar Zawaq said two 
police officers and two 
Taliban were killed when 
a patrol in the Khan 
Nashim district was at¬ 
tacked, and four police 
were killed in a firefight 
in the Marjah district. 


Governor Hamidullah Hamid 
told The Associated Press. He 
said the helicopter came down 
in a gorge in the densely forest¬ 
ed region, known for narrow 
gorges and rugged mountains, 
about 20 kilometres from the 
Pakistani border. 

Taliban fighters then cap¬ 
tured eveiyone aboard the 
helicopter and took them 
away, Hamid said.

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HMV kicks off Vault 
streaming service

Amongst rows of vinyl, CDs 
and DVDs, HMV Canada will 
try to sell customers on its 
new online offering, The Vault, 
starting this week. 

“You won’t be able to walk 
by an HMV without seeing all 
the signage in the stores, our 
staff will be wearing Vault T- 
shirts,” said Allan Mamaril, the 
new media senior manager be¬ 
hind The Vault, HMV’s online 
and mobile music streaming 
service. 

Digital music may have 
once seemed like an enemy of 
the retailer, which opened up 
its first Canadian store in 1986, 
long before the Internet shook 
up music consumption. 

But after years of work 
and four months of allowing 
customers access to a beta ver¬ 
sion, an updated Vault became

Allan Mamaril, the new media senior 
manager behind The Vault, HMV’s online 
and mobile music streaming service 

official on Monday, and HMV 
wants to tell the millions who 
walk through its stores annu¬ 
ally. 

“One thing that The Vault 
shows,” Mamaril said, “is that 
HMV is willing to move along 
with innovation.” 

Mamaril maintains that 
The Vault is ahead of the curve, 
not behind. “It’s late if we were 
just launching a digital down¬ 
load store, for sure, because 
digital downloads have been 
around forever. But there’s 
not a lot of (Canadian) stream¬ 
ing services,” he said. “I could 
probably count them on one 
hand.” 


The company’s first digital 
music incarnation, HMV Digit¬ 
al, launched in 2009 as an on¬ 
line MP3 download hub. 

The Vault will also offer 
downloads for a separate fee, 
but the new streaming sub¬ 
scription ($4.99 for monthly 
computer access or $9.99 
for computer and mobile ac¬ 
cess) means 13 million songs 
are available without down¬ 
loading. 

“Not eveiybody will want to 
consume in that way, absolute¬ 
ly,” said HMV Canada president 
Nick Williams. “Most will still 
want to consume physically. 
But at the moment, it seems 
to make absolute sense to pro¬ 
vide that choice.” 

The Canadian streaming 
market is underdeveloped 
compared the U.S. or Europe. 
But HMV still has competi¬ 
tors, including Songza, which 
said last fall that it had more 
than a million Canadian users. 
There’s also Rdio, Xbox Music, 
CBC Music, Deezer, Slacker 
and even YouTube.

N.Y.C. Lawmaker proposes 
raising minimum age for 
tobacco purchases to 21 


New York City Council Speaker 
Christine Quinn is proposing 
raising the minimum age for 
tobacco purchases from 18 to 
21 . 

Quinn announced the pro¬ 
posed legislation on Monday 
and was joined by Health Com¬ 
missioner Dr. Thomas Farley, 
other council members and 
health advocates. 

Texas recently attempted 
to pass legislation changing 
the age from 18 to 21 but it 
failed. Several states have a 19 
age limit for the purchase of 
cigarettes. The Bloomberg ad¬ 
ministration recently unveiled 
a plan to keep cigarettes out of 
sight in stores until an adult 
customer asks for a pack. 

New York City has had a

Earlier this month, the Canadian government 
launched a three-week food truck initiative in 
Mexico City (using taxpayer money, of course) 
to help promote Canadian cuisine abroad. The 
rationale behind the truck—which sells “Pou- 
tine a la Mexicana” among other dishes—is to 
increase international awareness about our na¬ 
tional culinary offerings. According to a 
spokesperson for Agriculture Canada, only 
about a third of Mexicans were able to identify a 
food product that was typically “Canadian.” 

Evidently, it’s time to ramp up our PR efforts if 
we want to make Canadian fare world-famous. 

From B.C. Pacific salmon to Alberta beef to 
Quebecoise tourtiere to P.E.I. potatoes, Can¬ 
ada’s culinary identity is all over the map. Lit¬ 
erally. There’s so much more to us than maple syrup, but our 
regional gastronomical specialties are as disparate as our geog¬ 
raphy, and this makes it challenging to define a quintessential- 
ly “Canadian” food.

Does Canada’s favourite sandwich feature 
peameal bacon or stacks of Montreal smoked 
meat? Do we prefer to satisfy our sweet tooth 
with Nanaimo bars, tarte au sucre or Beaver 
Tails? I bet we couldn’t even agree on a national 
alcoholic beverage: Perhaps it’s a three-way tie 
between Molson Canadian, Newfoundland 
screech and the hangover-curing Caesar. 

We’re a country of such varying tastes and 
regional delicacies that it’s not too surprising to 
learn that foreigners have trouble identifying a 
national dish of the Great White North. 

Sometimes the best way to figure out what 
it is you love about your home and native land is 
to leave. 

In London, England, where the Canadian 
immigrant population is significant and ravenous, tastes of 
home are sold at a premium. Boxes of Kraft Dinner and Tim 
Hortons coffee canisters line the shelves at the aptly named 
Canada Shop in Covent Garden where homesick Canucks will 


happily join a month-long waiting list for a bag of ketchup 
chips. 

Across the city, Canadian expats Amy Baker and Anya Nik- 
oulina recently set up a patriotic poutine cart in Broadway Mar¬ 
ket and are doing their part to promote the artery-clogging late- 
night meal across the pond. 

“Everyone that approaches the stall has some kind of story 
about the dish,” says Baker. “They’re either a Canadian living 
abroad, married to a Canadian or had lived in Canada at some 
point in their life and tried it... even the apprehensive British 
customers have gotten on board with the savoury snack.” 

Poutine might be making a name for itself beyond our bor¬ 
ders, but there’s no way one dish could define the entire Can¬ 
adian culinary scene. In a country as vast and diverse as Can¬ 
ada, local agricultural differences and cultural trad¬ 
itions have made our cuisine confusing, but also dis¬ 
tinctly unique.

Fall Out Boy's latest 
release.

When Fall Out Boy learned that 
Elton John was a fan of their 
music, they jokingly thought 
he might want to record with 
them. As it turned out, he did. 

“We were nearly done with 
the album,” lead singer Patrick 
Stump said in a recent inter¬ 
view “I think we were mixing 
at that point, but he said, ‘Yes’ 
and we were like, ‘Oh, wow. 
OK, yes.’” 

The Chicago-based rockers 
halted the mixing process of 
their fifth album — their first 
in five years — and Stump flew

On Elton John's feelings toward their recent 
album called Save Rock and Roll 


to Atlanta to record with the 
veteran rocker. 

John is featured on the 
title track of Save Rock and 
Roll, released last week. Band 
members say the title of the al¬ 
bum is “tongue-in-cheek,” but 
they’re also serious about their 
choice of words. 

“ft hits on ... ‘Why are we 
the only ones that are say¬ 
ing this?”’ said frontman and 
bassist Pete Wentz. “But at the 
same time, it’s kind of a joke. 
But if it means something to 
you, then it’s not really that 
much of a joke.” 

Stump said John’s inclusion 
on the title track really drives 
home their point. “He actually 
spoke up for the album’s title. 
He came in and was like, ‘Love 
the album title. Love where this 
is going. This is great,”’ Stump 
said. “And that was really spe¬ 
cial for us to have him support 
us like that.” 

Just before the John-fea¬ 
tured tune plays on the 11-traclc 
set, there’s the song “Rat a Tat,” 
featuring Courtney Love. 

“We’ve had a couple differ¬ 
ent run-ins just over the years, 
you know, just ones where 
you’re like, ‘I had 17 drinks last 
night and I ran into Courtney 


Love,”’ Wentz recalled with a 
laugh. 

“It’s important for girls to 
understand that they don’t 
need to just be coat hangers 
for boys, it’s not all about be¬ 
ing groupies,” he said. “So we 
thought it would be important 
to have an iconic female voice 
on the album, and Courtney 
screams rock ‘n’ roll.” 

Fall Out Boy released their 
debut album in 2003. They are 
known for their alternative 
punk rock sound and Top 10 
pop hits including This Ain’t 
a Scene, It’s an Arms Race, 
Dance, Dance and Sugar, We’re 
Goin Down. The album’s first 
single, My Songs Know What 
You Did in the Dark (Light Em 
Up), is a Top 40 hit that was re¬ 
mixed by 2 Chainz, who stars 
in the song’s music video. 

“We’re big, big 2 Chainz 
fans,” Wentz said of the ubiqui¬ 
tous rapper. Added guitarist Joe 
Trohman: “He works hard.” 2

and Roll, which the band will 
promote on a U.S. tour that 
kicks off May 14 in Milwaukee.

While fashion in table set¬ 
tings has changed over the 
centuries, affecting the flat- 
ware, glassware and china 
we use, the method of set¬ 
ting a table remains exactly 
the same. 

This is the basic method I 
recommend: 

1. Set just one place set¬ 
ting first. Don’t try to set the 
entire table at once as there 
will just be more to undo if 
you don’t like how it looks. 
Make sure the placement 
is correct and that you are 
happy with it. 

2. Next, take the rest 
of the chargers or main 
course plates and place them 
around the table where you 
want to set all the other place 
settings. Keep the spacing 
between settings equidis¬ 
tant. Once they are properly 
positioned, organize utensils 
and glassware around them. 

3. Check for symmetry. 
Why do we care so much 
about this? Because the hu¬ 
man eye loves symmetry. 
When things are not sym¬ 
metrical our eye sees imper¬ 
fection.

Below, I include four different styles of place setting. Each is subtly different from the next. Interestingly, most cultures eat using 
utensils, and most also begin with utensils on the outside of a place setting, working inward towards the plate. 


The American place setting 

In this setting, the glasses form a diamond shape above the cut- 
leiy, with the first glass placed directly above the main course 
knife (inside, right). The dessert spoon and the fork are at the 
top of the plate, and above them is the place card. Guests use 
the cutleiy from the outside moving in. This place setting starts 
with a soup course (spoon, outside right), moves on to a salad 
(fork, outside left), a fish course (middle fork and knife) and a 
meat course (inside fork and knife). 


The European place setting 

In this setting, the glasses are placed on a diagonal on the right 
of the plate. Individual salt and pepper shakers are placed above 
the plate. The spoon (outside, right) is for the first course, soup. 
The next fork and knife are for the second course (fish), and the 
final inside set is for the main meat course. The fork closest 
to the plate is for salad, which in this meal will be served last. 
Cutlery for dessert will be offered later. Sometimes it is placed 
closest to the plate, though not in this drawing. 



The Chinese place setting 

In China, there is no standard for formal place settings at 
tables as is common practice in the Western world. In fact, 
the focus is on the food rather than the place setting. The dia¬ 
gram shows a typical place setting, but it can easily be changed 
to suit your needs without making any errors of etiquette. 



The French place setting 

Traditionally, the French place setting in a residence does 
not include a bread and butter plate, or a knife for the salad 
course. And although the cutleiy is laid out the same way as in 
American and British settings, the forks and spoons are turned 
over. The reason? French family monograms are engraved on 
the back of the cutleiy, so it’s placed face down to show that 
it’s real silver.

If you buy fresh fava beans, 
you’ll need to peel and cook 
them. To do this, remove 
the beans from the pods and 
cook in boiling salted water 
until just tender. Depending 
on the size of the bean, this 
should take 2 to 8 minutes. 
Drain and transfer to a bowl 
of ice water. When cool, slip 
the skins off the beans and 
proceed with the recipe. 
Some grocers also sell fresh 
or frozen peeled favas. If you 
can’t find favas, substitute 
frozen lima beans. 

1. In a large skillet over 
medium, heat 1 tablespoon 
of the oil. Reduce the heat 
to medium low, add the 
onion and cook until soft-

ened, about 5 minutes. Add

2. In a food processor, pulse 
the fava beans just until they 
are coarsely chopped. Trans¬ 
fer 1/2 cup of the chopped 
favas to the onion mixture. 

3. To the food processor, 
add the egg, tahini, 1/2 tea¬ 
spoon of salt and pepper to 
taste. Process the mixture 
until finely ground, then stir 
it into the onion mixture. 
Cover the mixture and chill 
it for 30 minutes. 

4. While the mixture is 
chilling, in a small bowl 
combine the yogurt, the re¬ 
maining 1/2 teaspoon garlic, 
the cucumber and salt to 


taste. Set aside. 

5. Shape the chilled fala- 
fel mixture into 4 patties 
(the mixture will be loose). 
Spread the panko on a sheet 
of parchment paper and dip 
the patties into the crumbs 
to coat on all sides. 

6. In a large nonstick skil¬ 
let over medium, heat 11/2 
tablespoons of the remain¬ 
ing oil. Add the falafel pat¬ 
ties and cook until crisp and 
golden on one side, about 3 
minutes. Add the remaining 
11/2 tablespoons of oil and 
turn the patties; cook for 
another 3 minutes, or until 
crisp and golden. 

7. To serve, transfer the pat¬ 
ties to serving plates and top 
with yogurt sauce.

Alison on money. 
Unemployment and 
under-employment 
still a concern 
for people with 
university degrees

I’m not an employment expert 
but I’m becoming one, espe¬ 
cially for young workers. As 
my daughter attempts to find 
full-time work after graduat¬ 
ing with a two-year culinaiy 
degree from George Brown 
College in Toronto, I am seeing 
first hand the difficulty of get¬ 
ting that first foot in the door. 

This is the time of year 
when young people are tran¬ 
sitioning from school and 
according to the Certified 
General Accountants (CGA) 
of Canada this is one of the 
toughest times in our working 
fives. 

On the plus side, a recent 
CGA report, based on 2011 
data, discovered that close to 
half found work within four 
weeks and the average length 
of time that youth (under age 
24) were unemployed was 
11 weeks. Surprisingly, that 
figure is actually below the 
length of time experienced by 


young workers 25 to 29. 

Also, young workers are 
twice as likely to suffer from 
long-term unemployment of a 
year or more. 

These figures could be ex¬ 
plained by the fact that the 
youngest job hunters have less 
post-secondary education and 
are in the lower paying jobs in 
the retail and service sector. 

Many are blaming the 
boomers (and I’m one of them) 
for crowding out all those 
youngsters. The post-war gen¬ 
eration is supposedly working 
longer or going back to work 
and keeping youth from get¬ 
ting in the door. 

But according to the CGA 
report it isn’t so. There are 
only two areas where younger 
and older workers are compet¬ 
ing — sales and service and 
clerical occupations. 

Clearly, if you are young 
and hoping to find a less 
crowded field, areas such as 
health services, applied sci¬ 
ences and computer and infor¬ 
mation systems may offer the 
highest chance of success. 

While the CGA report 
shows a rosier picture for 
young workers and pokes at 
a few myths about old farts 
keeping the millennial genera¬ 
tion from jobs, there are still 
concerns. One in particular is 
the high rate of under-employ¬ 
ment for those young workers 
with university or equivalent 
degrees. 

The report noted that 
roughly a quarter of this age 



group couldn’t find work in 
their field. These statistics 
were taken from 2005 but 
post-recession there isn’t likely 
to be an improvement. 

In the end, almost noth¬ 
ing is more important to the 
health of society than an em¬ 
ployed citizenry. It should be 
the key driver of government 
policy.

Make sure you store this infor¬ 
mation in a safe place such as 
a secured folder on your com¬ 
puter, a safety-deposit box or 
in a locked fireproof box.

Finally, be sure to tell key 
family members or friends or 
your lawyer where this infor¬ 
mation is stored so they can 
find it easily and quickly. 

“It’s so easy not to think 
about it now, but taking a few 
minutes to organize import¬ 
ant documents can be such a 
relief, especially when disaster 
strikes. Not only does it make 
our fives easier, but it can 
make a world of difference to 
a loved one who has to locate 
this information,” says Wendy 
Hope, the vice-president of 
external relations for CLHIA.
